Washington, July 8—The United 
States army transport Covington, home- 
ward bound with a fleet of troop ships 
convoyed by American destroyers, was 
torpedoed in the war zone Monday night 
and sank the next day while an effort 
was being made to tow her to port 
Six men of the crew are missing, but 
the others with officers were landed 
at a French port. No soldiers or pas- 


According to Major Miller’s letter, 
Captain Williams was killed while out 
with a detachment in No Man's Land 
repairing wire entanglements. “He 
complained at first of a pain in his 
stomach,” writes Major Miller, “but 
when a sergeant asked him if he was

Washington, July 5.—While the house 
was hastily adopting the resolution 
authorizing government operation dur- 
ing the war of all telegraph, telephone, 


cable and radio systems in the United 
States, senate leaders tonight received 
word from President Wilson, 
they interpreted as indicating his wil- 
lingness to have final enactment of the 
resolution postponed until after con- 
gress returns from its midsummer va- 
cation. 

Leaders in both houses tonight went 
ahead with plans for a recess late to- 
morrow night until August 12, and it 
was said that they would be put 


through unless the president tomorrow 


‘{risists upon immediate passage of the 
telegraph resolution by the senate. Aft- 
er conferences with senate leaders, Ma- 
jority Leader Kitchin gave notice. in 
the house tonight that tomorrow, after 
disposition of the conference reports on 
the army and agricultural appropria- 
tion bills, he would offer a concurrent 
resolution for a recess until August 12. 

The telegraph resolution was adopted 
by the house tonight by a vote of 221 
to 4, after a spirited debate in which 
democratic leaders said the president 
had expressed a desire for its passage 
at once, and some _ republicans had 
charged that the authority proposed for 
the president would be used to further 
the interests of the democratic party. 
To expedite the passage of the resolu- 
tion the house previously had adopted 
by a viva voce vote a rule limiting gen- 
eral debate to two hours. 


Senate te Delay Action. 


The resolution will be sent to the 
senate tomorrow with leaders there 
planning its reference to the interstate 
commerce committee for study and 
probably hearings during the recess. 
Regardless of the recess plans, senate 
leaders said its adoption Monday, the 
date for which the strike of operators 
employed by the Western Union Tele- 
graph company is called, is not possi- 
ble. Should the president insist tomor- 
row upon immediate action, which lead- 
ers regarded as doubtful—administra- 
tion spokesmen said undoubtedly the 
recess would be delayed several days.

Voters Urged to 8 Bonds 
In Order to Save Cyclorama 


Of the proposed bond issue of 
$800,000 to be voted on by the citi- 
gens of Atlanta on July 10, $100,- 
000 is to be used in the construction 
of a building to house the cyclo- 
rama at Grant park. 

This marvelous painting of the 
Battle of Atlanta is one of the 
priceless historic treasures of the 
United States. Three other paint- 
ings by the same artists, depicting 
other battles of the civil war, have 
been destroyed by fire. The cyclo- 
rama is liable to be destroyed by 
fire before this statement appears 
in print. It is housed in an old, 
wooden, ramshackle structure that 
would burn like tinder if it caught 
on fire, 

In 1917 the cyclorama produced a 
revenue of $7,000 in paid admis- 
sions. It produced this revenue in 
the daytime, because it is not open 
at night. The building is TOO 
INFLAMMABLE to permit of in- 
stalling electric lights. Hence half 
of the revenue of the cxyclorama is 
entirely cut off. When housed in 
a modern concrete structure, per- 
fectly fireproof, flooded with sun- 
light by day and flooded with elec- 
trie light by night, the cyciorama 
will take in at least $15,000 a year.

Urged to Handle 
Sale of Cotton 


This Corporation Will Buy 
When There Are No Other 
Purchasers at Price to Be 
Fixed Now by President 
Wilson. 


New Orleans, July 6.—Establishment 
by the government of a corporation 
to be known as the United States Cot- 
ton corporation, with power to buy for 
the account of the United States gov- 
ernment such cotton as may be offered 
for sale without other available buyers 
at a price to be fixed now by President 
Wilson, will be recommended to con- 
gress by a special committee consist- 
ing of one banker and one cotton pro- 
ducer from each of the states of the 
cotton belt. Resolutions to this effect 
were passed late tonight at a confer- 
ence of cotton states bankers and pro- 
ducers. Members of the committee 
were immediately appointed. 


The conference also recommended to 
the railroad administration that the 
priority committee be instructed to 
grant a priority orser in regard to 
the transportation o cotton. Indorse- 
ment was given a senate bill now 
pending before congress, which would 
amend the national banking laws so 
as to allow, in the discretion of the 
federal reserve board, banks to lend 
not more than 50 per cent of their capi- 
tal to a cotton grower providing the 
staple is offered as security.

GREAT FORTUNES 
FROM WAR PROFITS 


Astounding Figures Sub- 
mitted to the Senate One 
Food Dealer Leads the 
List With 2,183 Per Cent 
Profit. | 


Washington, July 5.—Some figures 
on war profits were sent to the senate 
by the treasury today in response to 
a resolution by Senator Borah calling 
for information regarding profiteering. 

Although some enormous profits 
were shown, the letter said the report 
was incomplete, that for the present 
the names of the concerns listed were 
withheld and that “no special signifi- 
cance” should be attached tothe data. 
as it was secured from income and 6 + 
cess profits returns as they were filed. 

Information regarding capital stock, 
invested capital, profits of 1916 and 
1917 and the per cent of excess of net 
income for last year over 1916 was 
given. 

The dairy interests listed 
profit increases from zero to 150 per 
cent; banks up to 80 per cent: contrac- 
tors as high as 596 per cent, and flour 
mills as high as 437 per cent. 

The maximum increased profit, liste 4 
2,183 per cent, was of a food dealer 
with $1,000 capital, who showed a 1086 
of 484 per cent in 1916. Another food 
concern with $325,000 made 34.75 per 
cent excess. 

Figures on machine tool manufactur- 
ers included: $4,140 capital, 422 per 
cent increased profits; $5,000, 788 per 
cent; $160,000, 57 per cent, 

Data regarding the coal trade showed 
504 per cent increased profits of a 


company with 310,000 capital and 17.75 


per cent for one with 32,000,000 capital. 

Among department stores the follow 
ing were shown: $30,000, 331 per cent; 
$240,000, none; 3300,000, none. 

Retail clothing trade statistics in- 
cluded the following: $20,000, 846 per 
cent; $3,000, 117 per cent; $6,000, 1,181 
per cent. 

A concern listed under the heading 
“coal, wood and lumber trades,” with 
$1,260,000 capital, reported an 80 per 
cent increase profits. 

In the liquor trade these comparisons 
were given: $6,000 capital, 1,220 per 
cent: $100,000, none, and $1,000,000, 152 
per cent. 

In the grain and electrical 5 
field, capital and profit increases 
cluded $10,000, 472 per cent; pate, 000, 1 
per cent; $243,000, 2 per cent. 

A garment manufacturer with $84,000 
capital, reported 246 per cent increase 
in profits.

Operations Have Resulted 
in Gaining Strategic Points 
and in Inflicting Heavy 
Losses in Killed and 
Wounded. 


London, July 5—(By the Associated 
Press.)—During the week the entente 
allies on the western front have taken 


more than 3,000 prisoners. A series of 
minor operations also resulted in their 
gaining possébalon br several impor- 
tant strategic points, ifflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy and obtaining val- 


‘uable information as to his plans for 


the immediate future. 

Another satisfactory feature of the 
last week's operations was the work of 
the allies in the air. Great damage 
was done by the aviators to German 
communications and concentrations 
men and material behind the lines. 
superiority of the entente air fighters 
is shown by. the fact that during the 
week, on the British front alone, 173

German airplanes were downed, while 
only 36 British machines are missing. 

The British military reports for the 
week pay a high tribute to the work 
of the Americans at Vaux and on the 
Somme, declaring that the American 
soldiers have shown the highest fight- 
ing qualities ,while their staff work 
has been excellent. 


BRITISH REPULSE 
COUNTER ATTACK 
BY GERMAN TROOPS 


London, July 5.—The Germans last 
night delivered a counter attack upon 
the new positions gained by the Brit- 
ish on the Amiens front, to the east 
of the village of Hamel. The war of- 
fice announced today that the enemy 
nad been repulsed in this attempt and 
had left prisoners in the hands of the 
British. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“The total number of prisoners tak- 
en by us in yesterday’s successful op- 
erations on the Somme exceeds 1,300. 
One German field gun, in addition to 
over 100 machine guns and a number 
of trench mortars, have so far been 
counted.

Rome, July B.—Italian forces operat- 
ing in the 1 ds near the mouth of 
the Piave are making steady progress, 
according to the statement issued by 
the war office today.

Premier Botha, who, although 
he fought against the British in the 
Boer war, has been one of the strong- 
est supporters of the empire in the 
present conflict, personally took the 
field against the rebels, and crushed the 
rebellion late in 1914.

tion bill authorizing issuance of $8,000,- 
000,400 additional Liberty Bonds and 
$1,500,000,000 more for loans to the 
allies, recently passed by the house, 
was passed late today by the senate 
without amendment or a roll call; and 
now goes to President Wilson for his 
approval. 

The bill, which was recommended by 
the treasury department in anticipation 
of the fourth Liberty Loan ‘in October, 
increases to $22,000,000,000 the author- 
izations for bond issues made since the 
war began. The new bonds would bear 
interest at not more than 4% per cent 

There was no opposition to the bill 
and comparatively brief debate. Sena- 
tor Simmons, chairman of the finance 
committee, in explaining the measure, 
said the government’s requirements this 
fiscal year are estimated at $24,000,- 
000,000, but that this might have to 
be increased, 

Senators Smoot and MeCumber said 
the measure should authorize $12,000,-

Smoot declared the country’s production 
capacity is not large enough to cause

Besides inflicting heavy losses in 
killed and wounded our troops took 
one hundred and forty prisoners. These 
were included in the total of 500 pre- 
viously reported. For some time aft- 
er the counter attack the enemy kept 


up a continuous harassing fire on our 
front lines and during the day of July 
2 intermittent fire on our front line 
and on points in our rear areas. Our 
own batteries were equally active. 
The German air forces were also ac- 
tive, but met considerable opposition 
from our air planes, whose activity is 
increasing. Conflicts occurred of 
which the results have not been re- 
ported. In the German rear areas 
troops were in position around Bonnes 
wood and near Givry, Epaux and the 
Picardy farm. During the night of 
July 3 to July 4 a hostile’ infantry 
showed some slight activity, directing 
bursts of machine gun fire on the right 
of our line and sending out a patrol 
which attempted to occupy a house 
north of Vaux. The patrol was easily 
driven back. At the same time two of 
our own men penetrated the German 
lines in the same region and brought 


back two prisoners. Throughout the 
night the hostile artillery shelled our

During the day 
of July 3 there was some machine 
gun fire and sniping on the right half 
of our sector, but aggressiveness as 
was shown by the enemy was devel- 
oped mainly by his air forces. Once 
again, however, the American planes 
showed themselves able to cope with 
the situation, driving some of the 
German machines back over their own 
lines, ö 

German Airplanes Active, 

“In Picardy the day extending from 
hoon June 30 to noon July 1 was 
marked only by the aggressiveness of 
the enemy’s airplanes. The German ma- 
chines were more active in combat 
than has been the case recently. They 
were fired on by our planes and anti- 
aircraft batteries. No results are as 
yet reported. The enemy's artillery fire 
was of moderate intensity and was 
concentrated only on some of our po- 
sitions in the vicinity of Broyes and 
Villers Tournelle. Very few shells fen 
on our front lines. His machine gun 
fire, originating mainly from the vicin- 
ity of Chateau Jenlis, was directed 
Principally on our lines near Cantigny. 

“In the Mulhouse sector July 1, the 
feature of the day was the attempt of 
the enemy to raid our trenches after 
artillery preparations. In connection 
with this our advance positions between 
the Doller river and Balschwiller were 
heavily bombarded between 3 o’clock in 
the morning and 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The bombardment involved the 
use of a very large number of shells 
of small, medium and large caliber, 
but our casualties were exceptionally 
light. The raid itself was entirely re- 
pulsed by our counter barrage. Beside 


the artillery activity on both sides con- 
nected with the attempted raid much 
shelling occurred during the day. The 
most notable concentration on the part 
of the enemy was one placed in the 
vicinity of the Doller river shortly aft- 
er noon. Our own batteries in con- 
junction with the French artillery were 
active along the whole front. The 
German machine guns kept up a con- 
tinuous fire from the direction of Pont 
d' Ashach and Burnhaup le Haut. Be- 
tween 7 o’clock in the morning and 6 
o'clock in the evening a number of 
German planes circled over our lines, 
and over the enemy’s advanced posi- 
tions. Some penetrated our lines, but 
were forced back by anti-aircraft bat- 
teries in our rear areas. During the 
night the enemy offered a particularly 
fine exhibition of signal lights, includ- 
ing three hundred flares and rockets at 
various points along the front, and red 
and yellow balloons. Carrier pigeons 
were seen flying from his front to his 
rear positions. Our infantry was ac- 
tive in patrol and raiding operations. 
One party entered the German trenches 
at Pont d’Ashach in the night of June 
30-July 1. Results are not yet re- 
ported. 
In the Woevre Sector. 

„In the Woevre sector the day of 
June 29 to June 30 passed quietly 
for our troops. The enemy’s artillery 
delivered a scattered fire which in- 
cluded moderate concentrations during 
the early evening and about midnight 
on the Bois de Jury. A small amount 
of gas was used. His machine gun and 
rifle fire were also light and scattered. 
His airplanes flew over our lines from 
time to time, but on more than one oc- 
casion were driven back by American 
machines and by anti-aircraft guns. 
During the night a large number of 
flares were lighted along his entire 
front. A propaganda balloon was 
found by us containing copies of ‘La 
Guerre Qui Vient,’ ‘L’Anglais Tel Qui’il 
Est. and Gazette des Ardeness.’ 

“In the same sector the day of June 
30 to July ! was marked only by ac- 
tivity in the German rear areas. Men 
on foot, men on horseback, trucks and 
wagons were seen on the road, and 
werking parties were observed. The 
enemy’s airplanes were normally ac- 
tive, while the number of balloon as- 
cents was above the average. None of 
the balloons remained up longer than 
an hour and a quarter, The enemy’s 
patteries showed slightly increased ac- 
tivity, ais anti-aircraft batteries being 
greatly on the alert. The area which 
seemed especially’ singled out for 
shelling was the Haslett woods. In 
this vicinity some fas was used. Dur- 
ing the night the German lines were 
again lighted up with flares, while 
star sheils and rockets were sent up 
in great numbers.“

IN THRILLING BATTLES 
US. AVIATORS ENGAGE 


Two German Airplanes Are 
Dropped Northwest of 
Chateau Thierry. 


—— 


With the American Army in France, 
July 5.—(By the Associated Press.) — 
Four American aviators, Lieutenants 
Carlisle Rhodes, of Terre Haute, Ind.; 
S. P. Thompson, Honeoye Falls, N. I.; 
Waldo N. Heinrichs, of Granville, Ohio, 


and John Mitchell, of Manchester, Mass., 
engaged in a thrilling air battle north- 
west of Chateau Thierry this morn- 
ing. One German machine was shot 
down during the combat, and it is be- 
lieved that Lieutenant Heinrichs was 
the American who sent the enemy to 
earth. 

The four American aviators were pa- 
trolling the lines five or six kilometers 
inside the German front when they 
encountered six enemy machines. The 
battle began at an altitude of 4,200 
meters and continued until the machines 
had dropped down to 2,200 meters from 
the earth. The combat lasted twenty 
minutes. = 

An hour later eight American ma- 
chines engaged in a battle with fif- 
teen enemy airplanes at a height of 
4,700 meters. The combat swayed back- 
ward and forward over the German and 
American lines near Chateau Thierry. 
The German machines were higher than 
the Americans, but the latter maneuver- 
ed their airplanes admirably in the 
fight. Suddenly one of the enemy air- 
planes dived toward the earth and went 
spinning downward, being chased down 
by two of the Americans, Lieutenants 
Ralph A. O'Neill, of Nogales, Ariz., and 
J. C. Raible, of New York. 

It is believed that the German air- 
plane was out of control during its 
plunge.

A capable housewife reminds me that 
I have negleoted to tell about vinegar 
making as one of the easiest of home 
economies because it does not require 
any self-denial or any labor and it is 


“all velvet” as the materials cost 
nothing. 


It may be made of: 


Apple parings and cores (well 
washed before the apples are pared, is 
dest.) 

Peach parings. 

Apple sauce that has soured. 

Grape pulps and skins. 

Left-over tea. 

To make: 


Use a glass or stoneware jar with 


— 


a wide mouth, a fruit jar will do (but 
never use a metal vessel). 


Put the parings in with water to 
cover, of course the cold tea needs no 
water, and place where the sun will 
shine on the jar until the contents 
ferment. Next strain out the liquid} 
and add a little sugar or syrup or the 
rinsings of a jar freshly emptied of 
any sweet preserves, or jelly or jam 
and put in bottles and allow to stand 
until the vinegar is made. A “moth- 
er” from other vinegar helps on the 
process. 

Many think it takes six months to 
make, but you can tell by tasting when 
it is ready. 


CHLORINE PLANT 
ro PURIFY WATER 
ARRIVES IN CITY 


The “last word” in the matter of 
purifying the water supply of Atlanta— 
the chlorinating plant ordered some 
time ago—has arrived and was being 
installed Friday under,the direction 
of W. Zode Smith, superintendent of 
the waterworks department. 

This, it is agreed by city and gov- 
ernment health authorities, removes the 
last vestige of danger of contamination. 
The method employed is simply in- 
jecting chlorine gas into the filtered 
water, thus eating out any impurities 
that may have escaped the process of 
filtration. 

Time and again lately rumors have 
gained circulation that the city water 
was not as pure as it should be, but 
although absolute refutation of these 
rumors could not be had from the city 
health department or the public health 
authorities, they declared that the wa- 
ter was not bad enough to warrant 
boiling it. 

Recently Colonel T. S. Bratton, com- 
mandant at Fort McPherson, to prevent 
the possible risk of contamination, 
banned the use of city water at the 
post, and ordered the use of artesian 
water.

ROADS AND THE TOWN. | 


In an interview appearing in a recent 
_° igeue of The Constitution, John Lottridge, 
well-known Atlanta automobile dealer, made 
the assertion that “a community without 
good roads is an isolated community, be- 
coming more isolated as the railroads are 
asked to haul more and more supplies and 
materials for the government, as well as for 
the manufacturers doing government work.” 
To every Atlantan who motored to Gaines- 
ville to hear the Howard-Dean debate last 
Saturday this statement must appeal with 
particular point. Gainesville, however, is 
by no means an “isolated community,” for 
radiating from it are some of as good dirt 
roads as are to be found in north Georgia, 
and upon the day in question it was visited 
by. an immense throng of people who had 
driven in over those highways to enjoy the 
platform duel between their present con- 
gressman and one of the leading citizens of 
north Georgia. 

But the point is this: 

A heavy downpour of rain occurred dur- 
ing the early afternoon of that day, while 
the visitors were in Gainesville; and it is 
safe to say that if the storm had come in the 
morning instead of in the afternoon the 
crowd that visited Gainesville would have 
been limited almost exclusively to those 
who journeyed to the city by rail, because, 
following the rain, the highways were al- 
most impassable! : 

Roads that were hard, smooth and ideal 
for automobiling in the forenoon were slip- 
pery, sticky, positively dangerous and next 
to tmpassable during that same afternoon: 
yet it was not an unusually heavy rainstorm, 
nor was it of long duration. 

Just enough rain fell, as a matter of fact, 
to convince any reasonable citizen of the 
truth that underlies the conclusion reached 
by Mr. Lottridge, as quoted. gs 

The average Georgia “good road” is a 
good eunshine road. It is an adequate dry- 
weather and fair-day road, but unreliable, 
and hopelessly inadequate on rainy days 
and during the late fall, the winter and 
early spring. 

What this state needs almost above any- 
thing eise, and what it must have, is a com- 
nete system of permanent, hard-surface 

» highways—highways upon which rain—short 

or long—has no effect, and upon which 
transportation is practicable and safe any 
day and any month in the year.

Truly, great though he is as its leader, 
General Pershing has proven himself to be 
equally competent as the spokesman of the 
American army in France.

THE SPIRIT OF THE FRONT. 


How the folks “over there,” soldiers and 
civilians alike, feel about the war situation 
may be gathered from the digest of a budget 
of “letters home” written by Captain Quimby 
Melton, published in The Constitution Fri- 
day morning. f 

Captain Melton, a Georgian through and 
through, resigned as city editor of The Con- 
stitution soon after the United States en- 
tered the war, entered the officers’ training 
school at Fort McPherson, graduated with 
the rank of captain, and is now in command 
of a company of the Eighty-second division 
in France by now, perhaps, on the firing 
line. 

A trained newspaper man, he observes 
things and conditions with the newspaper 
man’s instinctive desire to know the truth, 
and with the newspaper man's aversion to 
erroneous conclusions; and he writes as one 
mentally trained to guard his utterances 
against extravagant coloration by reason 
of propinquity or personal desire. 

It is highly significant, therefore, when 
Captain Melton writes to his loved ones— 

“And we're coming home before very 
long, for this bunch of Americans are 
‘out for big game, and, from all sides 
we hear that we have the Germans’ 
‘goat.’ The Germans are licked, 
and it will be only a short time till 
they will be howling for mercy. Only 
their old men and young boys are left 
to fight for the kaiser. They are wear- 
ing themsélves out trying to break the 
English line—which they will never be 
able to do!” 

Thus is shown the spirit and the confi- 
dence of the soldier. But that is not all, nor 
is it the most significant feature of Captain 
Melton’s report to his fellow-Georgians, for 
he goes on to say— 

J have seen peasants cultivating 
fields well up in the shelled area, with 
just as much confidence they will gather 
their crops this fall as if they were 
faming in Georgia. And France is 
made up of just such people—people 
who simply do not know the meaning 
of defeat. And the English have just 


as many admirable traits. Our allies 
are O. K.” 


Those French people—the “bold peas- 
antry,” the tillers and the artisans, the 
“hewers of wood and the drawers of water“ 
—they know as well as their military chief- 
tains know that the Hun “shall not pass.” 
A peculiar, mysterious instinct tells them so. 
They know that their crops will be safe 
from the Hun, or they would not be planting. 

And so long as the people behind the 
lines are going about their business in con- 
fidence, regardless of the booming of big 
guns, the rest of us have little cause to be 
disheartened. | 

The morale, the heart and the spirit at 
the front as they are portrayed by Captain 
Melton, are all indicative of the one inev- 
itable end and that not far off!

These four men know as well as do any 
in this state what will help our rural popu- 
lation. and they all agree on the value of 
the machinery for library extension pro- 
posed by this bill. 

We have ‘never needéd so much as now 
a way to.get the right information directly 
into the hands of all our people. 

This war is changing the whole world, 


and, to be self-governing citizens today, our | 


people must have a chance to keep up with 
these changing conditidns. 

Every man, woman and child in Massa- 
chusetts can walk to a library and get any 
book desired: every man, woman and child 
in Wisconsin can have any book desired 
brought to him by a traveling library. 

Georgians cannot hope to. keep pace in 
intelligent citizenship with the people of 
such states so long as all books are denied 
them. How can our people think intelli- 
gently when they have no information to 
think about? For Georgia to spend $3,000,- 
000 annually teaching her people how to 
read and not one cent in placing within 
their reach books to read is poor business.

All of the 750 teachers in the public school 
system of Atlanta are to be elected when the 
board of education meets today at noon. The 
matter of electing a superintendent and as- 
sistant superintendent will not be taken up, 
as the board recently accepted the recomr 
tmendation of Superintendent Wardlaw that 
the election of these officers, together with 
the election of a principal of the Boys’ High 
school be deferred until after the special in- 
vestigating committee’s report to council. 

At a special meeting of the schools and 
teachers’ committee Friday Superintendent 
Wardlaw suggested a revised merit system 
which would give the assistant superinte 
ent of schools, the principals and directors 
equalized powers in grading teachers. The 
committee voted to recommend its adop- 
tion at the next meeting of the board. 

Under the present plan the superimtend- 
ent of schools, with 40 points out of a pos- 
sible 100, holds the whip-hand in the group- 
ing of teachers, and by*the exercise of his 
powers may arbitrarily regroup any teach- 
er in the system. Out of the remaining 60 
points the assistant superintendent has 30, 
the principals 20, and the directors 10. 

Mr. Wardlaw suggested that each of 
these concerned in the grading be given a 
possible 100 points, the teacher to be rated 
on a flat average of the marks from each. 

Mr. Wardlaw furnished the committee 
with some statistics on the regrouping of 
teachers just completed. 

Of 125 teachers in the four high schools, 
he said that 40 had earned group advance- 
ment carrying total salary increases of 
$6,523; 4 had fallen back, thereby forfeiting 
ah aggregate of $720, and the remainder 
had held their own. P 

In the grammar schools he said that 257 
had earned increases totaling $19,945 and 5 
were demoted, losing an aggregate of $163.20, 
The total salary increases in the negro 
schools amount to $4,000.

THREE NEGRO SOLDIERS 
IE ON THE GALLOWS 


Convicted at Camp Dodge of 
Assault on 17-Year-Old 
White Girl. | 


Camp Dodge, Iowa, July ¢5.—Three 
negro soldiers, convicted by court-mar- 
tial of “assaulting and outraging” a 
17-year-old white girl on the canton- 
ment grounds the night of May 24, 
were hanged here today with virtually 
the éntire division witnessing the ex- 
ecutions. 

The three traps were sprung simul- 
taneously at 9:09 a. m 1 death was 
almost instantaneous.- The negroes 
marched onto the scaffolds singing 
“God Have Mercy on My Soul.“ 

The negroes were Nelson Johnson, 
of Tuscumbia, Ala.; Stanley Tramble, 
of Stroud, Ala. and Fred Allen, of 
Georgiana, Ala., all selective service 
men. 

Johnson and Tramble were declared 
by military police officials to have con- 
fessed their guilt, but Allen, while ad- 
mitting his presence when the crime 
was committed, maintained he had not 
outraged the girl. ; 

Three negro soldiers among the spec- 
tators fainted: when the men dropped 
to their death and another ran amuck. 
He started on a dead run directly to- 
ward the scaffold, but guards over- 
powered him. <A white soldier also 
fainted. 

Four negroes were arrested the morn- 
ing after the assault which occurred 
shortly before midnight May 24. One 
suspect was acquitted when it was es- 
tablished that he was not near the 
scene of the crime. 

With a young soldier escort, the girl 
was sitting on a hillside, when, accord- 
ing to her story at the trial, four ne- 
groes approached. One of them, rep- 
resenting himself as a military police- 
man, struck her escort a blow on the 
head and in the stomach, dazing him. 
The girl’s screams and the alarm 
sounded by her escort when he recov- 
ered aroused the camp. Military camp 
threw out a dragnet that resulted in 
the arrest of the men early the next 
morning. 

A summary court-martial started a 
few days afterward, but the finding of 
the court was not announced until yes- 
terday, after it had been reviewed and 
approved by President Wilson. Both 
the girl and her escort Were from Des 
Moines. 

When the sentence of death was read 
to each negro separately Wednesday 
morning, their first knowledge of their 
fate, a respectful “Yes, sir,” was the 
only comment. They collapsed, how- 
ever, when returned to confinement, 
but were composed when they walked 
to the scaffold. 

Newspaper men were the only civil- 
ians admitted. Every soldier in the di- 
vision not assigned to other duty was 
ordered to attend the hangings. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 5.—Ed Alsup 
and J. D. Williams, negro boys, con- 
victed of criminal assault on a white 
girl, in Giles county, were electrocuted 
at the state prison this morning. Both 
protested their innocence to the last. 


95 VESSELS LAUNCHED 
ON INDEPENDENCE DAY 


Washington, July 5.—Independence 
day merchant ship launchings num- 
— 6 minety-five with a deadweight 
tonnage of 474,464, late reports to the 
shipping boards today showed. 

Washington, July 5.—American ship- 
builders went beyond their objectives in 
the Independence day drive for new 
tonnage. 

The shipping board announced today 
that the workmen started out with: the 
expectation of launching 439,886 dead- 
weight tons, but reports to the board 
today showed that 747,464 tons had 
been gotten ready to be put overboard. 

The actual number of ships launched 
was 82. The launching of eleven oth- 
ers was held up by a freshet in the 
Columbia river, while two others stuck 
on the ways. They are expected to be 
released without great delay. 

As a resuit of the Independence day 
launchings July and August deliveries 
are expected to show tremendous in- 
creases, as compared with preceding 
months. Machinery is beginning to 
come through for the wooden hulls, 
many of which haye been delayed after 
launching by the lack of engines.

The written constitution wisely framed is 
the jeweled diadem with whienh the in- 
telligent will of the people crowns itself. 
Under the written constitution the state 
is merely a machine, created by a sover- 
eign democracy for the purpose of carry- 
ing into effect the expressed will and con- 
sent of that omnipotent power. 

“America is the home of the written con- 
stitution. True its birthday was not the 
4th of July, 1776, for the people of Con- 
necticut in 1639 established the first writ- 
ten constitution known to history. 

“What would it profit a nation if it 
gained the whole worid and lost its own 
soul? While we are aiding the civilized 
portion of maskind in a great battle to 
make the world safe for democracy, the su- 
preme duty resting upon America is to 
make democracy safe for America. 

“Democracy is more than a name. It is 
more than a state of society. It is that 
state of society which is organized for 
the progrees of all through the effort of all 
under the leadership of the wisest and the 
best. The divine right of the people to 
rule as opposed to the divine right of any 
individual is the issue in the present world 
war. 

“American democracy is not free from 
danger. There are signs that it is already 
inoculated with the destructive germs born 
in the minds of the ignorant—in the minds 
of those who are ignorant of the true spirit 
ard sense of Americanism. 

The American farmer is the most in- 
telligent and the most prosperous on the 
gidbe. In 1915 his farms, farm property 
and farm animals were worth forty-seven 
billion dollars, a sum seven billion dollars 
in excess of the total estimated worth of 
the empire of Russia with its 180,000,000 
population. The oa ye population of the 
United States is 37,500,000. Those engaged 
in. agriculture and in animal husbandry 
number 12,500,000, or one-third of our en- 
tire occupied population. The American 
farmer furnishes one-third of our army and 
all of our food. He knows that the federal 
government has never taxed his land. He 
knows that in the colossal expense attend- 
ant upon this war President Wilson has im- 
posed the chief part of the financial bur- 
den upon the concentrated wealth of the 
country and has made that burden light on 
its distributed wealth. For example a 
Georgia farmer owning 1,600 acres of land 
worth $60,000, whose income is $5,000, pays 
tu the United States an income tax of $80, 
while if he died, under the federal inher- 
itance law, no inheritance tax would be 
assessed egainst his estate. He knows that 
two hundred Georgia farmers, having an 
income of $5,000 each, would have an ag- 
gregate income of $1,000,000, whereas their 
aggregate income tax would be only $16,- 
000; he knows that if that 31.000, 000 of in- 
come were centered in the hands of one 


man the owner would have to pay an in- 


come tax of $474,18v, and to pay an equal 
sum on a basis of $5,000 income would re- 
guire 6,°40 individual returns, 

"The American farmer knows these 
things, and when our country calls for 
financial aid, and offers to sell its obliga- 
tions in the form of Thrift Stamps, war 
Saving Stamps, or Liberty Bonds, the 
American farmer has been doing and will 
continue to do his patriotic duty.“

FROG STORY TOLD

BY CROWN PRINCE ' 


Amsterdam, July >.—Karl Rosner, a 
newspaper correspondent who is fre- 
quently termed the German emperor’s 
press agent, describes The Lokal An- 
zeiger a conversation which he says 
took place between the emperor and 
the German crown prince in which the 
son told his father a story of the 
“frogs at the battle of the Chemin des 
Dames.“ 

The story was told, says Rosner, as 
father and son stood on a hill in the: 
battle sector of the army group of 
General von Francois on June 3. The 
crown prince said: 

It was when the Germans were pre- 
paring to storm the Chemin des Dames. 
The frogs which were found in mfl- 
lions in the marshy Ailette river region 
croaked in such a deafening fashion 
that they enabled the Germans to bring 
up batteries, ammunition and columns 
without discovery, and when the at- 
tack actually was launched the deaf- 
ening concert of the frogs prevented 
the enemy from discovering the posi- 
tions of the German machine guns.” 

During the course of conversation 
Rosner says the emperor described the 
occasion at the beginning of last year 
when he was asked to give permission 
for the blowing up of the famous 
French castle at Coucy le Chateau, near 
St. Quentin. He said he hesitated until 


in the hands of the enemy towers of 
the castle might mendce the lives of 
the German soldiers. , 

Then Emperor’ William remarked: 
“Would the French act differently in 
our country? The protection of sol- 
diers is the supreme law for the com- 
mander and no edifice ought to be 
spared when it is a question of pre- 
serving from danger and death the 
men who are fighting for the father- 
land.”

Thereafter these men will be held 
in readiness to report to the artillery, 
infantry and machine gun schools 
upon notice from Washington that 
there is room and training for them 
available in these schools. : 

The central officers’ training schools 
are now holding their first sessions, 
and it is believed that many of the 
newly selected candidates will be used 
in the schools, possibly as early as 
July 165.

New York, July 5.—There was a very 
sharp advance in the cotton market 
today with October contracts selling 
up to 24.70, or 93 points net higher 


and just about back to the levels pre- 
vailing before the publication of the 
government’s crop report last Tues- 
day. That delivery closed at 24.62, 
with the general list closing firm at 
net advances of 59 to 97 points. 

Liverpool showed marked strength 
over the holiday; and the opening here 
was firm at a decline of 20 points on 
August, but generally 18 to 34 points 
higher. Houses with Liverpool con- 
nections were large buyers of early 
new crop months which soon sold some 
40 to 50 points above Wednesday's final 
figures. After these orders had been 
supplied prices reacted slightly dur- 
ing the middle of the day, but soon 
firmed up again, with the demand be- 
coming more active and general in the 
late trading. 

Shorts were large buyers, and stop 
orders were uncovered on the advance, 
which extended to 27.25 for July, or 60 
points net higher, while December sold 
at 24.35 with new crop months gen- 
erally showing net gains of about 90 
to 96 points. 

The close was only slightly off from 
the best under realizing. The continued 
dry weather in the southwest and in- 
creasing drought complaints from Texas 
were considered chiefly responsible for 
the advance. Selling inspired by the 
big crap figures of Tuesday appeared 
to have run its course before the holi- 
day, and when shorts turned to cover 


Private cables said the advance in 
Liverpool was due to reports ‘of crop 
deterioration in Texas and calling by 
Manchester spinners.

New Orleans, July 5.—An advance of 
nearly a cent a pound was brought 
About on the strongest months in the 
cotton market today by a wave of buy- 
ing which appeared on the opening and 
was still in evidence on the close. The 
dry weather in Texas, fear that the

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Much of the Loss of Wed- 

nesday, Following Govern- 
ment Forecast of Third 
Largest Crop, Regained in 
Friday’s Trading. 


New York, July 5.—-The government's 
report indicating prospects for the third 
largest cfop on record, was naturally 
the feature of the week in the cotton 
market. Traders had anticipated that 
the condition as of June 25 would prove 
well above the ten-year average and 
the official report of 85.8 was not far 
out of line with private figures, The 
increase of 6.2 per cent reported in 
acreage, however, exceeded expectations 
and there was heavy general selling 
on the crop indication of 16,326,000 


bales excluding linters. 

The break of approximately 4 cent a 
pound carried the price of October con- 
tracts off to 23.65 comparing with 26.75, 
the high level of the previous week. It 
seemed that the selling power inspired 
by the end-June indication had pretty 
well spent itself before the close of 
the market on Wednesday, and much 
of the loss was recovered during to- 
day's trading. Weather advices showed 
no relief from Texas drouth over the 
holiday, while Liverpool showed unex- 
pected strength this morning, and sen- 
timent was also influenced by the 
large number of ships successfully 
launched yesterday combined with the 
encouraging character of the war news. 

Before the close tonight, active 
months had recovered to very - nearly 
the level of prices prevailing just be- 
fore the bureau was published, with 
the trade evidently very nervoug over 
southwestern crop conditions, Severe 
damage from boll weevil also expected 
im eastern belt sections this summer, 
which served to offset the favorable 
character of weather and crop news 
from the belt outside drouthy parts of 
Texas. 

There had been some further widen- 
ing of differences between middling 
and low grade cotton in southwestern 
markets, but otherwise little sign of 
spot pressure has developed, and 1 ap- 
peared that the break on the bearish 
crop figures had left contracts in a 
stronger technical position. 

The market has shown little interest 
in further reports concerning price- 
fixing in goods, attention being pretty 
well monopolized by the uncertainties 
of the growing season. The importance 
of weather conditions after July first 
had been much discussed and buyers 
have pointed out that the end-June in-
